In tho niddlo yoara of tho 1920^a tho loadorahlp of tho 
lllogally oporatlng ^mgarlaa eouiaiuiiata waa ocnplotoly in tho hatida af 
thoae in Moaeow. In Ifoaeow, roapoatiwely In tho Sowlot Onion thora were 
a fairly large nuober of Rua^mtan avi^aata. Their position waa genorally 
fbTorablO} the 1919 owenta loft auah a doop laproaolon on tha Ruaaian

<bi tha other hand the eosauaiata in Hungary regarded their par^ oeosradoa 
who iroturnod fro* Moaeow aa their real loadora and subnlttod thanoelwoa 
to tho inatruotioaa roaelwod owan If they wore ineoayrohoslblo to the*, 
or If they aoo*ad hanaful* Thia oould not hawo boon In any other way boaauao 
at thia tioo tharo wore only •adhorenta* laft In tha party, who rogardod 
Moaeow as tha bow Homo of tho now faith and holiowed tha dogpatioa ovan If 
they wore not under atanda bio. The organisational atr^otura of tho illogal 
party was wary adaptable for this kind of diliplln boeauaa the alaplo nahbors

; iipoodiata Buparlor ar Imiadiato aubordlnoto ftlaaguaa* Thara was no posoibi** 
lity at all to oxprooo any eontrary opinia*. 
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Th# founding of ttao so-oollod Tofl-porty (Kung»rl«n SooUlist 
Workora forty) tho firot oubatsntlol function of tho Coaintorn in Run. 
gary, in 1929* Ib io proboblo that RAK03I or TAS Zoltan gavo tho ordara 
for tha foming of thia party. Namely, around thia tiata tha Cosintarn ra- 
RAKOSI fro* tha Vaatarn lina and truatad hin with th* organlalag of 
th* illoijil Hungarian party/. Heooaar, h* workad on this job only for a 
abort tin* baeauao togathar with 7AS h* waa arraatad by th* polio*. 

Anyoayf around thia ti»* tha alraady Mantiond party •*■* 
into axiotaaoo and thia eoooaien oaa an axaallant ohona* to danounoa to 
th* Hungarian poliaa all thoaa oaaaiuniata who porhapa aar* not known yat 
ta th* poliaa. Raaaly, th* aMibarahip of tha tllogal party had to partis 
aipata aotiToly in th* TAM opan noriMBant. Miny paopl* of th* illagal 
■oroMiit daaUrad that thia naa an iatantionaX ■astal^.8troka of tm Bala, 
raapoatiaaly of tha Rtiaaiana to aliaimta th* alanants that war* atill 
loyal to LAJIDLW and tha Yiannaaa group. At thia tin*, by th* way, idyllio 
aonditiana raignad in th* ralatim of aaanmtniata and th* Hungarian polio*. 
Pour**flT* politioal dotaetiaaa handlad th* ooanuniat oaaaa and thaaa war* 
praeUaally all known poraonally hj tha party BMMbar* « all of than war* 
dark blua auita, bl*^ darbiaa, and walkad arinind with larga walking aanaa^ 
aonplat* ohaak waa kapt whan and lAmrm thaaa dataotiwaa war* tranafarrad,

garUn aaaaunlat movtiaant. firan if tha politiaal affaat of tb» Conintam 
was lasignlflaant in its oo«ntry-wlda ralatieni as va have already nantionod 
that baforof its algalflaanaa and iofluanoo toward tha par-ty Btanbara boanna 
nera and nara inportaat. 

The saaratariat of tha illegal Hungarian oananiniat party 
was the diraating organ of tha aovanant. Osnarally tha aaoratariat had two 
nanbara, one rapatriatad fron Mosoow trained in Hungarian aotivity, and 
another ibingariau aaaratary. Katurally tha diraating aeaber was tha fomar 
tha "foraign aaaratary* who gave his instruatiena or daaiaions or aanatlMS 
sent than« baaauaa it also happened that this •foreign aeeretary* did not 
reside in the eountry, but waa looatad in sonawhere abroad, neatly in Obaoo* 
naaaaaary to employ a Hungarian saoratary, to have aoMa. 
body to koap tha aatual, saewtines personal oontaat with tha Hungarian 
arMBunista, and for if scmthing goaa wrong to Imvo a aoajko->goet toward 
the jiussiana* iSanarally, it waa reqitired that tha Qomlntem^tha foraign"] 
aaaratary should apand nanths in Hungary and six nonths abroad* "fha 
Oonintar provided far the aatarlal need of the sieeretarlas baaauaa tha 
ihingarian eanuunist party had no ineona. fha nanbershlp duat wars snail 
really only iwninal although thars ware seabars oomiag fron wall-to^do 
d** paraona af goad inaoaw whoaa dMatiena however, ware uaad 
for tha axpansaa af lltaratxara, printed natter, panphlats, ate. 

With this las santanaa wa have touobad ina field af antivi^ 
af tha Oonlntern in ttnjgary.

£;reat cewpalgn shall drown out the voiooa/^ Infonsation oauaad by tho 
Russian interior struggles* RA^Ohl's party aoaborship was quioklyi rosMl*odf 
and the great eaapaign "davo HAkCOSI” has been started all over tho world. 

Tho situation waa ainiiar in the oaao of SaLUI and fOJRhT. Theso two woro 
Joaintorn agents, and In Budapest rtaiors ware oiroulatad that they ware 
daaounood by soorot agents of tho CUMIiOMBR*. NsMly tho Moseow ooorotariot 
was aftraid of everybody who hod diroot oonnootion to tho Soviet offlelal 
organs, and tried to liquidate thsis; SALUY end FURST ware not Oosilntorn 
officials but Cheka agents and fros hero wore transferred for Ooaintom 
work. KUN Bela and his ooapanlons donouneod then in their absoneo as 
Trookyista, and allegedly froai the higheet Soviet authority they(Kun et al) 
received instruetlons to make then hanaleaa. This was like killing two 
birds with one stons, one, they shell get rid of two auapeeted aberring 
sheep, and seoond, at the saae tioe could nake useful propaganda for the 
executed coanuniets. The story eeeas to be authentioelf the nore ee, beeeuee 
all tho so-balled “Hungarian secretaries” the leaders of the Gonauniot 
siovaaiant of ll»at tiae in Hungary who went to the Soviet Union disappeared 
in Hussla during the lyeat purgings* Such a oaae was for Instance that of 
KADZSAR Jozaef, dentist fTco Budapest, brotlier in law of JASLI Osskar. 

For years, KADZSjiA was one of the aoet laportsnt coaaunlsts in Hungary, 
h« had an extended oireie of friends, even non ecamuaist intellaets gladly 
viaitau hia beeeuse they generally did not know what a role he played la 
the Uur^garian eoaotuaist aovoMnt. OffleUlly, he waa e aeaber of the Soeial 
Eicaocretio Forty in foot he wee a oe-wcn>ker of the ”X»pazava”( Poop lea Voles } 
the offieiel paper of ^e soelellet party. At the beginning of the 19^0>es 
there waa a elaaniag proeaaa in prograas within the Social Deaooratio Party, 
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they tried to get rid of the left wing mombere, of the suspected eocamit- 
niste. At this tlue \;ADZ?AR wes already a ajeaber of the leadership of 50 

the illegal perty and knew well that if he will be expelled of the SocUl 
temooretlo Fertjr, he shall be arrested by the police, (this was a eowaon 
praotlca at that tlaOi the polios knew that the social demoorato expallad 
enly the Goicaunlate aaoiag their followora end so they/ ware arroetad 
without liiueh ado.) KADZSlh asked penBiaaion froo the coaiaualst party to 
flea Uungary and went to the rarlat Union. A abort tlaa after this he was 
arrsatad in Moscow and perkAhhd sosewhere In Siberia. It le syhhalle for 
the Conlntern methods that In Hunfary tliS Ruaeian spread the information 
ttirough their agents that MADoSAR is working in some high position. Reaielyf 
MAi<2ijAR was popular, good hearted, generous, with himaniet education, he 
waft a true idea Hat oooaunist and the OoelnUrn feered that the publication 
of the truth would have soared away many perty members.
